Miller, tho unfortuuata young woman 
who shot herself at the Sequoia mills in 
this county the other day. Curooer 
Brown .,f thia county was notified to pro- 
ceed to Vi'salia and hold an inquest on 
the body there, but he declined to do so 
and sent word that ho would bo at Reed- 
ley when the bcdy arrived there on its 
way to Viealia und would hold the in- 
quest at Reedier.
